you file, the earlier we can get 
at your pre-refund audit " 
Fogie also has a couple of tips 
for early filers who want to re­ 
ceive their refunds as quickly as 
p ssible. 
One is to make sure you do not 
omit any essentia! infn-m ation in 
making out your return, such as 
your signature (and that of y< ur 
ap use if it is a 
joint 
return), 
v ar Form W-2 reporting your tax 
withholding, and jo u r address as 
legibly as you can print it. 
The other tip, Fogle said, is not 
to write for a few weeks asking 
w here your refund is, 
’ If we have to st< p to answer 
such letters,” Fogie declared. "It 
will slow d WTI the refunding pro­ 
cess and delay jour check that 
much longer.”
